Grads poll to get out of the union

McGill graduate students may 
vote to put their long and conflicted 
membership in Students’ Society 
up to Senate in a mail-ballot 
referendum starting February 21. 

“If graduate students vole yes on 
thequeslion, it will présenta strong, 
unequivocal message to Senate that 
we want them to take us out of the 
McGill Students’ Society once and 
forall,”saidPostGraduateStudcnts’ 
Society President Lee Iverson. 

The referendum asks, "should 
McGill University terminate 
membership of graduate students in 
the SSMU, and no longer collect 
SSMU fees from graduate 
students?" 

Thcrcfcrcndum, proposed by the 
PGSS Council, stems from a bitter 
feud between Students’ Society, an 
umbrella organization for McGill’s 
many faculty associations, and the 
Graduate Students’ Society, which 
says graduate students don’t gel a 
fair share of the SSMU pic. 

Graduates appealed to Senate for 
the same reason last Spring, but 
were turned down. 

“Senate wasn’t sure whether it 
shouldchangcthcStudcnts’ Society 
constitution, given dial the SSMU 
Council didn’t want it changed," 
said PGSS councillor James Owen. 

Owen said the Senate Steering 
Committee confirmed Senate’s 
ability to pull graduates out of 
SSMU, but recommended Senate 
not get involved. 

“Themotionwasn’lconsidcrcd,” 
said Owen. 

“If we get enough people to vole 
yeson the referendum question, they 
[Senate] may reconsider their 
decision," he said. 

SSMU President Nancy Coté 
disagreed. "I think the Senate has 
already stated its position that 
student disputes should be solved 
by students,” she said. 

“Idon’tbclicvcwe’vccxhaustcd 
all means to solve it by ourselves." 

PGSS conducted a survey last 
fall showing that graduates pay 
$120,000 in fees, but only about 
$40,000 of the SS MU budget caters 
to graduate students’ interests. 

Iverson said, “Undcrgradualcsdo 
not know what it is like to be a 
graduate student, our interests arc 
different from their’s.” He said fees 
paid by graduates to Students’ 
Society "further compound the 
problem." 

Coté said graduates pay only an 
eighth of total student levies. “An 
SSMU service research survey, with 
which PGSS representatives to 
Council agreed, showed that 
graduates are getting what they’re 
paying for,” she said. 

Currently, graduate students pay 
72 percent of the Society fees 
undergTads pay. If graduate students 
leave the Society, undergraduates 
will pay about $10 more each. 

“The SSMU Council will only 



consider graduate students' 
autonomy if they don’t lose control 
over the fees we arc now paying,” 
he said. 

Continued disagreements over 
membership fees arc interfering with 
Graduates’ attempts to break away, 
said Iverson. PGSS now wants to go 
directly to Senate, with a clear 
proposal endorsed by a large number 
of graduates. 



Dangerous Precedent 

Coté said if Senate allowed 
graduate students to leave SSMU, it 
could set a dangerous precedent for 
other faculty associations to do the 
same. 

Says VP Planning Paul 
Davenport, “In the past Senate has 
favoured a united student group.” 
According to Davenport, if the new 



referendum showed graduates 
needed Senate help to end their 
membership in Students’ Society, 
“Senate would consider the number 
of students who had voted, and base 
thcirdccisionon this new evidence.” 

Iverson said the referendum tells 
the Society, “if you’re not willing to 
make these concessions then let us 
out”

Affairs Maria Battaglia propose 
amending the SSMU constitution 
to convince Graduates’ to stay 

“The amendments arcconsistcnt 
with both packages of constitutional 
changes proposed last fall and 
spring, they also litigate concerns 
expressed by undergraduates over 
the last year," she said. 

“They haven ’ t talked to the PG SS 
Council about it," said Iverson. 



Grads won’t get bogus fee

McGill graduate students can rest 
easy about a new policy to 
implement a course-credit system 
in the Masters’ Degree Program. 

Graduate students were inilally 
concerned that they would be forced 
to pay course-materials charges for 
independent work under die new 
credit system. All Québec 
universities charge a fee of $3.33 
per credit to pay for materials 
received by students that arc related 
to course work. 

“We receive no course materials, 
no photocopies, we’re not given 
any thing correlated in these thesis 
preparatory courses,” said Guy 
Dunkcrly, VP External of the Post- 
GraduateStudents’ Society (PGSS). 

However, it now appears these 
fears arc unfounded. McGill 
administration announced yesterday 
course materials charges will not be 
applied to thesis preparatory work. 

The Graduate Faculty Executive 
formally recommended that course 
materials charges not be applied to 
thesis preparatory work at its 
January 3 1 meeting. PGSS passed a 
similar resolution at its January 1 1 
meeting. 

McGill expects to implement the 
new course-credit system by 
September 1989. Under this system 
independent research courses, such 
as thesis preparation and 
comprchcnsivecxamprograms.will 
be assigned credits much the same 
as courses that meet as regular 
classes. Master’s students will be 
expected to complete 45 credits to 
cam their degrees. 

“At the moment in Master’s 
Thesis programs we just talk about 
terms of residence. Under (the new) 
system we’ll instead talk about 
credits,” said Sheina Bigman, 
Manager of the Graduate 
Admissions and Records Office. 

Lee Iverson, President of the 
Post-Graduate Students’ Society 
(PGSS) said, aside from worried 
over course-materials charges, 
graduate students are “for the most 
part" supportiveof thccoursc-crcdit 
system. 

“The problem is that graduate 
students take an inordinately long 
time to get their degrees. Under the 
course-credit system we’ll see grad 
students get through quicker,” 
Iverson said. 



He added the course-credit 
system will also enable graduate 
students to compare programs and 
work loads in different faultics. 

The course-credit system has 
been kicking around McGill for 



several years. In 1980, Senate passed 
a resolution to implement it in order 
to comply with provincial 
regulations requiring a unified 
system of graduate course 
evaluation. 

“The provincial government 
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wanted a systematic way to account 
for all full-time students," Iverson 
said. 

For various reasons, the system 
was never implemented although 
all other Québec universities 
complied with the regulations 
several years ago. 

The issue was taken up again in 
1987. A report released by the Ad- 
Hoc Committee on Time Taken to 
Complete Graduate degrees 
recommended McGill switch to the 
course credit system. On Sept. 30, 
1987, Senate passed a resolution 
"reaffirming" the decision taken in 
1 980 to implement the course-credit 
system. 

At present, the Graduate Faculty 
is waiting for departmental reports 
assigning credits to independent 
research courses. 

“Each department has to 
determine how, according to 
guidelines given by the Graduate 
Faculty, to assign the number of 
credits to courses,” Bigman said. 



Strikers fined $5 000

A Montréal students association 
has been found guilty of contempt 
of court. 

Striking members of 
l’Université du Québec à Montréal 
(UQAM) were fined $5000 
yesterday for ignoring a court 
injunction which forbade them from 
picketing within 300 feet of any 
UQAM facility or property. In 
addition, each member of UQAM ’s 
Arts, Literature, and Social Science 
students society (AGEUQAM) 
executive was fined $100. 

The fines were incurred during a 
strike last November to protest the 
Québec government’s loan and 
bursury granting policies. 
AGEUQAM argues presentpolicies 
damage thequalityandacccssibility 
of education. 

“We decided to break the 
injunction on the grounds that 
abiding by it would make our strike 
ineffectual,” said Jeff Begley, an 
AGEUQAM representative. 

AGEUQAM first appeared in 
courtNovembcr22,and underwent 
a series of hearings throughout the 



months of December and January. 

AGEUQAM was surprised by 
the fines levied on executive 
members. “We expected to be fined 
$7000 and were only fined $5000 
but wedidn’tcxpcct that each of the 
members of the executive would be 
fined $100,” said Begley. 

"This will not threaten the 
existence of AGEUQAM,” he 
added. “We will have no problem 
paying the fine because student fees 
are coming in soon. Students knew 
when they decided to support the 
strike that it would be expensive. 
We haven’t received our lawyer’s 
fees yet but before the fines the 



strike was already costing student* 
$40 000.” 

LastscmcstcrMcGiU’sstudenls' 
society (SSMU) gave AGEUQAJtf 
$800. "We gave AGEQAM mone> 
as a gesture of good will. We decider 
to support a fellow student socict) 
which was having financial 
diffculty," said SSMU Prcsidcni 
Nancy Coté. 

Begley said, “SSMU gave us 
money to show support for oui 
strike." 

The McGill Arts and Science 
Undergraduate Society (ASUS) also 
contributed $200.

Large schools will 
dominate FEEQ

La Fédération des étudiantes cl 
étudiants du Québec, a new 
organization of Québec university 
student associations, has drafted its 
constitution, which gives more 
power to bigger schools. 

Representatives from Laval, 
l’Université de Montréal, 
l’Université de Sherbrooke and 
McGill met to draw up FEEQ’s 
initial constitution the weekend of 
January 28. Also to be known as the 
Québec Federation ofStudcnts, only 
universities arc allowed 
membership in FEEQ. And the big 
universities will have more say than 
the smaller ones. 

ANEEQ, Québcc’s only 
federation of colleges and 
universities, runs on a one vote per 
schoolsystcm.asdocs ihcCanadian 
Federation of Students (CFS), 
Canada’s national student lobby 
group. 

FEEQ’s decision making body 
will be a Conseille Générale 
composed of two delegates from 
each member association. 

“Representatives to the Conseille 
Générale don’t necessarily have to 
be elected by the students," said 
John Fox, McGill Students’ Society 
External Affairs Coordinator. 

Also to sit on the Conseil Général 
arc the president, elected from 
members of the Conseil, who will 
serve as spokesperson, and the 
Director General of FEEQ. The 
Director will manage staff hired by 
the general council, and sit on the 
council as secretary, without a vote. 

A general assembly will be held 
every year for all students 
represented by FEEQ. No decisions 
made at the assembly transfer into 
policy, but are merely 
recommendations to be considered 
by the general council. 

“I sec accessibility to and 
accountability of FEEQ to the 
students as being through the VP 
External for McGill students,” said 
Fox. 

According to Fox, students will 
be asked to ratify McGill’s 
membership in FEEQ and the 
financing of the organization in a 
referendum next November. 

“The outcome of the referendum 
will probably be retroactive,’’ said 
Fox. 

It is still undecided how much 
McGill students will be asked to 
pay per semester, but SSMU has 
already given FEEQ S 1 000 to cover 
general expenses. 

“McGill will be financially 
responsible for a percentage of 
FEEQ’s operating costs based on 



by SSMU in proportion to the 
number of students represented by 
FEEQ," said Fox. 

According to SSMU President 
Nancy Coté, ratification of 
membership in FEEQ and approval 
of yearly fees will be put to students 
as a single question on the 
referendum ballot. Rejecting the 
yearly fee will mean rejecting 
membership in FEEQ. 

Voting Structure 

The number of voles per 
university will be distributed 
according to size. The smallest 
university gets one vote, and all 
bigger members receive extra votes 
in increments of this base number, 
to a maximum of eight voles. 

According to Coté, “The 
weighted voting structure is good 
as long as the big schools don T step 
on the toes of the little schools.” 
Says ANEEQ executive 
Stéphane Lcsallc, “We do not think 
it is the most democratic or 
egalitarian voting system. In 
ANEEQ each association is a full 
member of ANEEQ, whether it 
contain 1 000 or 10 000 students. 
Each association has the same 
mandate and the same duty.” 

All members of ANEEQ receive 
one vote, regardless of size. 

“I have problems with the 
proportional voting system,” Lcsallc 
said. “One of the disadvantages of it 
is that it creates tensions within an 
organisation, between the big 
schools and the little schools, and 
this creates the problem of the force 
one member has over another” 
According to Fox, "McGill docs 
have a larger student population 
and should have a greater weight.” 
McGill, l’Université de Montréal 
and Laval have roughly 30 000 full 
and part-time students, and 
Sherbrooke has 4000. 

“The current formula is designed 
to work forschools with a minimum 
population of 3000, but there’s no 
provision should a member enter 
with only 1000 students," said Fox. 

Bishop’s, also thinking of 
joining, has just 1500 students. 

Lasalle said, “It’s like saying 
McGill is more important, more 
representati veand should have more 
power because of this. Every 
association should be able to 
represent its students in an equal 
fashion.” 

Provisional membership to 
FEEQ will be established at its 
founding congress this weekend. 
Letters of invitation have been sent 
to universities across the province. 



Erick Lachambre, “we want people 
to look at the Pot calmly," 
Lachambre said. “I don’t sec why 
people get offended by it. Ycs.ithas 
sexist jokes, but why they take it 
personally, I don’t know." 

The Plumber’s Pot was banned 
from Engineering buildings last 
semester by Dean of Engineering 
Pierre Bélanger, after years of 
complaints about its sexist, racist 
and homophobic content. 

“I certainly would not be pleased 
to sec it return in its old form," 
Bélanger said. “I’ll instruct the 
porters to toss it out if it’s being 
distributed in the buildings, but I’m 
not going to hire a whole bunch of 
police [officers] to ensure that it’s 
not distributed.” 

Bélanger said the issue is beyond 
his jurisdiction and should be dealt 
with by university officials. He 
pointed out McGill’s student code 
of conduct does not prohibit 
disseminating sexist or other 
offensive material on campus. 

Lachambre said the EUS has not 
yet looked into finding equipment 
orfinancing foran underground Po/. 
They do not know where it would 
be typeset, cither. The executive 
has been more concerned with its 
constitutional reforms than the Pot, 
he said. 

A student petition to bring back 
the Pot last semester collected 800 
signatures, but included students 
fromothcrfacultics.Thcrcarc 1600 
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students in engineering at McGill, eliminating sexist language from 



16 per cent of whom arc women. 

The constitutional amendments 
which will accompany the Pot 
question on the referendum arc 
chiefly procedural, but include 



the EUS constitution. Lachambre 
said a clause would be inserted in 
the constitution explaining 
masculine language was used 
originally “for simplicity".

Direct services available in their 
newly renovated building include 
crisis intervention, counselling, 
legal ad vice, free clothi ng to women 
and children, and assistance to 
immigrant women.

In July 1988 Director of 
Libraries Eric Ormsby presented 
a plan to centralize the McGill 
library system. The Graduate 
Library of Information Studies 
stands to lose 66 percent of its 
reference materials. 

Ormsby’s plan, presented in 
July 1988, proposed that the 
graduate school of Library and 
Information Studies (LIS) 
library, formerly occupying the 
Mclennan basement, cease to 
exist as a separate library. It 
appointed a part time librarian 
to merge the monographs and 
most of the periodicals with the 
McLennan Library collection. 

The American Library 
Association, each seven years, 
gives official accreditation to 
McGill’s graduate library studies 
program. According to Director 
Helen Howard, “the proposed 
downsizing of the LIS library 
will be detrimental to the LIS 
program and a threat to a re- 
accreditation."

A coalition of Montreal 
community and student 
organizations have organized a 
demonstration Friday to protest 
Shell Canada and QIT-Fcr cl 
Titanc’s support of the South 
African system of apartheid. 

Rosemary Wallen of the Free 
South Africa Committee of 
Montréal, says the demonstration is 
“to bring pressure on Shell and Q1T 
to sever links with apartheid, and 
also to make the Canadian public 
aware that these Canadian 
companies in their midst arc 



Stores 
serve in 
French

A Conseil de la langue française 
(CLF) report shows in 90 percent of 
cases, the language of service in 
Montréal is French. 

Mounting language tensions over 
the past two years led the Conseil to 
examine the use of French in small 
businesses. The analysis of 
commercial language and the 
language of signs was made public 
yesterday. 

“Montréal isabilingualarcaand 
it is satisfying to be served in French 
in almost 90 per cent of the cases," 
said Daniel Monnier of the Conseil. 

Over five thousand businesses 
were survcillcd in areas of high 
anglophone, high francophone, and 
mixed concentration. 

In one third of businesses cast of 
St-Laurcnt boulevard signs arc not 
limited to French only. This area 
has a high francophone population. 

“We were quite surprised (at the 
outcome),” said Conseil president 
Pierre Martel. To be served in French 
is a fundamental right, he added. 

"This study was undertaken 
because certain indications lead us 
to belie vc that the place of the French 
language in small businesses was 
problematic,” said Monnier. 

French has become a more 
prominent language for business in 
the past 25 years. 

They did not test the use of other 
languages in businesses because 
“our mandate is linked to Bill 101 
and to thcpossibility of being served 
in French. It would have 
complicated things,” said Martel. 

Monnierconcluded hisreportby 
stating, “The gradual installation of 
institutional bilingualism will only 
multiply the attraction of the English 
language and the francophone 
population will be compromised.” 

The report was undertaken by 
Monnier and SORECOM Inc. after 
the CLF received a string of 
complaints in 1987 from people not 
being served in French. 



supporting apartheid." 

According to Wallen, there has 
been an increase in trade between 
Canada and South Africa over the 
past year. "Politicians say they arc 
opposed to apartheid, it’s a 
camouflage we have to expose," 
she said. 

Shell South Africa is wholly 
owned by two parent companies, 
Royal Dutch and Shell Transport 
and Trading Ltd. They also own 79 
percent of Shell Canada. 

“It is through this link that Shell 
Canada benefits from and 
contributes to the oppression and 
exploitation carried out by the 
apartheid regime," said 
demonstration organizer Lorraine 
Gibson, “We call on Shell Canada 
to urge its parent companies to 
withdraw their investments from 
South Africa, and end all economic 
and strategic tics.” 

QIT’s interests in South Africa 
total over 100 million dollars, 
including its 43 percent ownership 
of Richards Bay Minerals (RBM),a 
beach sand mining and smelling 
operation at Richards Bay, Natal. 

In accordance with migrant 
labour and segregation laws, RBM 
workers live 60 km away from the 
plant, “paying high rents for poor 
living conditions" says Peter 



Mahlungu, Congress of South 
AfricanTradc Unions representative 
to Canada, and former RBM 
employee. 

“These ‘homes’ arc only for 
RBM workers, which means that if 
a worker loses his job, he also loses 
his home,” said Mahlungu. 

Unskilled black RBM workers 
arc a paid 23 cents an hour, while 
skilled blacks arc paid 78 cents an 
hour— the highest wage a black 
employed by RBM earns. In these 
ways, says Mahlungu, “RBM fully 
controls the workforce, both inside 
and outside the workplace." 

DcmonstrationorganizcrMomin 
Khan pointed out that QIT has 
directly profiled from such 
exploitation for over 10 years. 

"It’stimcthatCanadiansbccomc 
aware of this, and begin to put and 
end to Canadian complicity in 
apartheid." 

"South Africans arc very 
concerned with their international 
reputation, oral least their reputation 
in the Western world. Because of 
this, we must continue to protest 
against apartheid and continuing 
Canadian involvement in South 
Africa," said president of India 
Canada of McGill, Shailcndra 
Malhur. 
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FREE SOUTH AFRICA 
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Under South Africa’s Internal 
Security Act, it is an act of treason 
lo advocate “disinvestment" or any 
othcraction withdrawing economic 
support for apartheid. Despite this, 
South African leaders such as 
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Bishop Desmond Tutu have called 
on the international community to 
support disinvestment campaigns. 

The demonstration begins Friday 
at 16h00 at Sherbrooke and McGill 
College avenues. 



Anglophones heckle French

Over five hundred angry 
anglophones gathcrcdatan Alliance 
Québec rally Sunday to discuss 
strategies to defeat the Québec 
government’s language law, Bill 
178. 

Liberal MNA for Wcstmount 
Richard French’s proposal that 
languages other than English be 
allowed with French on outdoor 
commercial signs met with hostility 
from the crowd. 

He said his proposal would help 
increase immigration to theprovince 
by providing a more pluralistic 
environment. French called his 
gesture indicative of the English- 
speaking Québécois’ "desire for 
dialogue and conciliation" with the 
French-speaking majority. 

The former Québec cabinet 
minister was again heckled when 
he offered his support for the 
Canadian Constitution’s 
notwithstanding clause, which 
allowed the Bourassa government 
lo override the Supreme Court 
decision calling for bilingual signs. 

Although French denounced Bill 
178, he said it was passed 
democratically and that the 
notwithstanding clause should 
remain. 

"I personally believe that 
politicians must make the final 
decisions. I agree with the 
notwithstanding clause for that 
reason. That is democracy, either 
you believe in it or you don't." 

French was one of four Québec 



Liberal ministers to resign from French also delivered his party 
cabinet last December in protest of plug, saying that the Liberals were 
Bill 178. the only party which could defend 
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the rights of Québec anglophones. 
“The Liberal vision of democracy 
means thateveryonegets achancc." 

In contrast to die audiences’ 
angry reception of French, Alliance 
Québec President Royal Orr was 
greeted with applause. 

Orr also denounced Bill 178, 
calling it “unconstitutional and 
“unacceptable” for its failure to 
“protect the fundamental rights of 
the English-speaking minority” in 
the province, and said the 
notwithstanding clause must be 
removed from the Canadian 
constitution in order lo ensure 
protection of these rights. 

“No simple piece of legislation 
is going to make your life okay in 
the province,” Orr said, adding that 
dialogue and conciliation must begin 
between the English and French 
Québécois. 

“We must redouble our efforts 
because we shall never feel secure 
until French-speaking Québccers 
understand our situation as a part of 
Québec. I say today to French- 
speaking Québccers, as I have said 
before, we will do our part" 

Orr also called the Mecch Lake 
Accord "a necessary first step” for 
bringing Québec into the 
constitution, though he noted that 
the failure to ensure minority rights 
in Canada would "doom” the accord. 

Sunday’s gathering at the Della 
Hotel was one of several public 
strategy meetings planned by 
Alliance Québec to bring Québec 
anglophones into the fight against 
Bill 178.
